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THREE OF TRAIN 
CREW HELD FOR

Three 
members 
of a 
five-man 
Pennsylvania Railroad crew, blamed 
last month by a coroner’s Jury in 
the grade crossing death of Larry 
White, 17, Littlestown, January 24. 
entered a plea of not guilty at their 
arraignment before Justice of the 
Peace Robert P. Snyder Friday aft­ 
ernoon. and each posted $1,000 bail 
to appear in May court on a charge 
of 
involuntary 
manslaughter.

Spallone said he 
arrived at the scene at 8:10 pm 
and found th© car was smashed 
into the side of the diesel loco­ 
motive at

three quarters over on the left side 
of the center 
line, going toward 
Hanover and very light skid marks 
from the right rear tire extending 
toward Littlestown about 40 feet.

Spallone said he first talked to

fireman Klinedinst had control of 
the train and he (Rider) had been 
flagging 
the 
intersection 
at

time of the collision. Spallone said 
he queried Rider about the rules 
of entering a highway and said: 
“Rider told me that you must stop 
the train before entering and that 
any member of the crew may flag 
traffic.
